Rucker Contracts 


Exceed $2 Million! 


Authorities in Washington 
have announced the awarding of 
flight training contracts in the 
amount of $2,666,338, Ft.Ruck- 
er officials said. 

Doss Aviation Inc. has rec- 
eived a contract amounting to 
$2,515,401 for the conduct of 
rotary wing primary and ins- 
trument flight training at the 
Army Aviation School, The 
same contractor received the 
fixed wing instrument flight tr- 
aining contract that is worth 
$150,937. 

Approximately $2 million of 
the helicopter agreement will 
cover the primary training. This 
comes to Ft. Rucker as the re- 
sult of the closing of Ft. Wol- 
ters, Texas. 

Doss, which was the incum- 
bent rotary wing contractor for 
instrument training at Rucker, 
now employs 60 people. Com- 
pany officials have stated that 
should increase to about 285 
employees by February 1974. 

Another contract awarded at 
Ft. Rucker by the Directorate 
of Industrial Operations’ pro- 
curement division was to Sp- 
ears Services, Inc., for air- 
craft refueling. Amount of that 
was $898,902.

The Coffee County Grand Jury 
Elba Division, met on Thursday; 
June 28, 1973. They examined 
into twenty-one presentments 
and returned to the Court fifteen 
indictments, all felonies. Bonds 
of all County officials inspected 
were found to be properly filed 
and recorded. 

Inspection of the County offi- 
ces and buildings revealed the 
following information: The 
Courthouse building is old and 
needs repair in areas of walls, 
floors, restroom drains, and 
storage area above law library. 
The Grand Jury recommended 
that these conditions be correc- 
ted. 

Recommendation was also 
made that the condition of the 
door to the Health Center build- 
ing be corrected; that repair to 
the Annex building be made to 
correct the following: leaky 
roof, broken windows, need of 
paint and lack of good mainten- 
ance. 

Needs at the jail were re- 
ported as follows: the dam-

the Land Use Bill, S. 268, pas- 
sed the Senate on June 21, 
after considerable debate. Th- 
ere are many who agree with 
you that the Federal involv- 
ment is becoming to involved 
in local matters and that ac- 
tion should be taken to reduce 
Federal involvement rather th- 
an toincreaseit. I was concern- 
ed with the bill because of its 
possible interference with St- 
ates’ rights? but I have been 
assured that each state will 
make its rulings and that there 
is nothing inthe law which would 
increas the Federal Gevern- 
ments authority over a state’ 
sovereignty. Along with many 
others, I voted against a pro- 
vision which would have man- 
dated state action along cer- 
tain lines indicated by the de- 
partment of the interior. With 
that Provision out, I am sat- 
isfied that the states are not 
under any obligation tothe Fed- 
eral Government to carry out 
land use provisions of this bil]. 
DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
As a substantial taxpayer and 


an American who would like’ 


to see our country become str- 
onger in every way, including 
economically, I want to sum- 
merize my feelings on capital 
gain taxes. I believe you will 
agree that new capital invest- 
ment is vital to our economic 
system and that investors 
should be encouraged. An in- 
crease in capital gain taxes 
as proposed would definitely 
be a discouraging factor. T.R.,

SPARKMAN: Certainly, I am 


hopeltul that the tax retorm 
legislation now under consider- 
ation will not increase the cap- 
ital gains taxes. Such a move 
would in my opinion, not only 
hurt the large investor but the 
very small investor as well. 
While the Senate does not for- 
mulate this kind of legislation 
I will remember your comments 
when the tax reform bill rea- 
ches the Senate Floor. 
DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN 
Recent announcement indicate 
that great efforts are being 
made to reduce the worldwide 
production of heroin.’ At the 
same time there is also occur- 
ing a shortage of opium der- 
ived medications such as mor 
phine, codeine, and percodan, 
Although this shortage does not 
seem to exist in our immediate 
area, lam concerned of possible 
future shortages of these medi- 
cations if government efforts at 
curtailment od production is 
continued. It seems a shame 
to me that in order to save 
a small percentage of our pop- 
ulations from the evils of her- 
oin that we should deprive 
the remainder of our population 
from much needed releif from 
pain due to cancer and surgery. 
I hope you will use your eff- 
orts toprevent sucha short 
age. D. B. Dothan 
SPARKMAN: 1 have been in 
touch with the Bureau of Nar- 
cotics and Dangerous Drugs a- 
bout this matter. I was ad- 
vised that while there are ru- 
mors of possible shortages of 
opium derived medication, th- 
ere is no immediate problem. 
There does however seem to 
be a great pressure on India 
which is the world’s largest 
producer of legitimate opium. 
With the supply from Turkey 
cut off, great demands are be- 
ing placed on India, which has 
not yet increased its produc- 
tion. This could create a pro- 
blem in the long run, but I 
understand that the General 
Services Administration has 
enough opium stockpiled to meet 
any emergency needs.

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GOOD CROPS 

“Joel B. Moody of Kinston 
has some of the finest péanuts, 
soybeans and corn that I have 
seen. Moody planted his pea- 
nuts a little earlier than some 
of the other people, and they 
are almost ready to lap in the 
middles. He has already spray- 
ed twice for leafspot control. 

Last year Moody planted 
some soybeans and only made, 
about nine bushels per acre 
due to the dry weather. How- 
ever, he expecis to do much 
better this year, especially if 
he can get some rain in Aug- 
ust and September when it is 
much needed on soybeans, 

There are a lot of good 
farmers in the Kinston area. 
I would certainly put Moody 
among the top ones. 

NEED RAIN 

I have been feeling for sev- 
eral days that we are going to 
have some dry weather just 
when we need it to insure mak- 
ing a good corn crop. The 
past few days we have needed 
rain on some of the older corn 
that is tasseling. About three 
years out of four, we always 
get a dry spell and hot weath- 
er, and this lowers our yield 
of corn. 

Our corn in Coffee County 
is different ages and younger 
corn can stand several days 
of hot, dry weather without 
peymanent damage. However, 
older corn that is trying to 
put on an ear cannot stand too 
many days of hot, dry weather. 
4-H CLUB CALVES

TIMBER PRICES 
Forest products, like many 
other items, have greatly incr- 
eased in value over the pasttw- 
elve months. Selling timber is 
one area in which many people 
have little knowledge, and often 
a farmer receives less for his 
timber than he should. This past 
week I received a price list 
showing the variation in prices, 
ré“ently received by farmers. 
‘Coffee County farmers were 
getting from $50 to $75 per th- 
ousand for pine saw-logs, while 
the price range for the entire 
wiregrass area varied from 
$40 to $90 per thousand. For 
hardwood saw-logs Coffee 
County farmers received from 
$30 to $50 per thousand, while 
the wiregrass range was from 
$15 to $90 per thousand. This 
is quite a range*for hardwood,

SEED PRODUCTION 

Bob Burdett, our seed spec- 
jalist at Auburn, met with a 
group of feed producers in En- 
terprise this week. They talk- 
ed about the problems and op- 
portunities of seed production. 

Later on, Burdett told me 
that they are getting foundation 
seed out of Florida every year 
to place with growers who are 
doing a good job of reproduc- 
ing the seed. He said about 
20,000 acres of foundation seed 
were planted in Alabama each 
year. 

In years past Coffee County 
farmers have complained tome 
about the fact that peanut seed 
run out and they get poorer and 
poorer every year. For ex- 
ample, several years ago Dix- 
ie Runners and Early Runners 
did fairly well for a year or 
two and then went downhill. 
I certainly hope this does not 
happen on the Florunner var- 
iety we are planting this year. 

Burdett told me that they 
need good growers of seed of 
all types. If you are interest- 
ed in this program, I invite 
you to contact me and I will 
get complete information to 
you. 

LAWNS 

Doug Strickland of Enterpr- 
ise called me about his St. 
Augustine grass. I gave him 
information on preventing and 
controlling chinch bugs in his 
St. Augustine. 

Strickland told me that he 
thought he was cutting his St. 
Augustine grass too low. This 
is a common mistake peo- 
ple make. St. Augustine sh- 
ould be allowed to grow high- 
er than almost any othergrass. 
In fact, now that it is July 
most folks could raise the lawn 
mower at least one-half inch 
to allow the grass to grow bet- 
ter and become stronger. Then 
in August raise it another one- 
half inch to allow it to store 
up material in the winter and 
come out strong again next 
spring. In other words, raise 
your lawn mower about one- 
fourth to one-third inch per 
month through June, July and 
August. This will help you 
have a better lawn.

AEROSOL SPRAY CANS 

Aerosol spray cans are po- 
tential bombs. So handle them 
with care. When used accord- 
ing to directions, aerosol spray 
ca’s are safe. But they can 
become extremely dangerous 
if used improperly. 

The major hazard of aero- 
sols is the explosion when con- 
tainers are exposed to extreme 
heat, which causes the propel- 
lant to expand. Even empty 
containers may explode when 
heated because some propel- 
lant remains inside. 

Another danger os aerosols 
is flammanility. Many of these 
products are flammable if they 
are sprayed near anopen flame. 
Still others have fumes that are 
toxic when inhaled, such as 
insecticides. Even the most 
common products may cause 
skin and eye irritations when 
misused. 

Aerosol product labels furn- 
ish specific instructions and 
warnings concerning contents, 
use and disposal. Therefore, 
always read the label before 
using a product and follow all 
warnings and directions. 

Before disposing of an aero- 
sol container, depress the valve 
until all remaining product and 
gas have escaped. The place 
the container with nonburnable 
trash never in an incinerator. 
ICE CREAM 

When you buy ice cream, there 
are several things to consider, 
but finding your favorite is lar- 
gely a matter of taste testing. 

Ice cream quality is affected 
by texture, flavor, richness and 
sweetness. But stabilizers and 
emulsifiers and added to ice 
cream to keep ice crystals 
small. A high percentage of 
butter fat will make it espec- 
ially creamy. The higher the 
butter fat, the more expensive 
the ice cream is going to be. 

The amount of air incorpor- 
ated during the making of ice 
cream increases its volume and 
lightness. Good quality ice 
cream should be firm, but not 
solid or rubbery. When melt- 
ed, it will have a creamy, ra- 
ther than watery, appearance. 

Generally you will save money 
if you buy a half gallonor gallon 
container of ice cream. But 
be sure to store it properly. 

In addition to regular ice 
cream, you will find ice milk 
sold like ice cream but con- 
taining less milk, more proteir 
and other nonfat solids, and sli- 
ghtly fewer calories.

MEASURING LIQUIDS 
If you're measuring liquids,

be more accurate and avoid 
spills. you might also set 
the cup on a flat surface to 
check the measure at eye ley- 
el. A little bit too much or too 
little can make a big difference. 
COMPOST PILE 

Many home owners areask- 
ing how to build a compost pile. 
Now that warm daysare here, it 
is a good time to do just that 
because high quality compost 
can be made quickly during the 
summer season. Herearea few 
rules for composting. 


First of all, use only organic 
materials. Shredding hastens 
the process and produces a 
more uniform product. 

To firm the pile while add- 
ing moisture is a second rule. 
Also, as you moisten the pile, 
inoculate it with a wide selec- 
tion of decomposition bacteria 
such as normal garden soil or 
commercial bacteria purchased 
at garden centers. 

Aerate the pile regularly by 
turning and be sure to maintain 
moisture level. Also, add heat- 
generating materials such as 
grass clippings or household 
parings from vegetables. 

As a final tip, be sure to 
use compost in the garden as 
soon as the material is well 
decomposed. 


FOOD PRICES 

Recently, Dr. Billy Powell, 
Extension Food Scientist, spoke 
to a group of homemakers in our 
county on meat selection. Inhis 
presentation he said the food 
price rise isn’t so startling 
when compared to increase in 
other expenses such as health 
care, shelter, transportation 
and wages. 

Prices for all consumer it- 
ems rose 58 percent between 
1952 and 1972. Retail food pric- 
es went up 47 percent, compar- 
ed to 64 percent for housing. 
Medical care increased 123 per- 
cent and transportation climb- 
ed 55 percent. 

Powell said that food prices 
have risen much less than 
wages. Average wages are 
nearly two and one-half times 
higher than 20 years ago. So 
if food prices had gone up as 
much, one dozen eggs today 
would cost one dollar and 61 
cents. 

Twenty years ago, the typi- 
cal household spent 985 dollars 


a year at the supermarket for 
farm-produced foods. In 1972, 
the specialist says that the am- 
ount of food cost 1,311 dollars, 
about a 33 percent increase. 
LIGHT BULBS 

Are the light bulbs in your 
house burning out faster than 
you think they should? 

Don’t blame the manufactur- 
er of the bulb if you have burn- 
out problems, There are sev- 
eral reasons that light bulbs 
burn out. 

Excessive voltage shortens 
the life of bulbs. If you are 
using 120 volt bulbs, try ones 
that are rated jor 125 volts or 
even 130 volts. 

Too much heat in a fixture 
affects bulb life. Some poorly 
designed fixtures don’t allow for 


the heat to be dissipated. Vibra- 
tion in the fixture also reduces 
the life of a bulb. 

Poor elettrical connections 
cause quicker bulb burn-outs, 
Screw bulbs firmly into the 
socket, but don’t force them. 

As a final hing, use long- 
life bulbs only inhard-to-reach 
places where the amount of 
light is not critical. 

SHRUBS ; 

You probably know that the 
most important shrubs in your 
yard are those planted in front 
of the house. © 

Shrubs placed on either side 
of the front door are very im- 
portant and should be your fin- 
est evergreens. 

Leaving open spaces in foun- 
dation plantings can have the 
effect of widening a house. A 
continuous planting of shrubs 
conceals a high foundation and 
makes it more attractive. 

If you are establishing 
shrubs, don’t plant them too 
close to the house. Locate 
them so they will never touch 


the house as they grow and ma- 
jture, 

When selecting plants, know 
what they look like before buy- 
ing. Study them at a local 
nursery or garden center. 

Although summer isn’t con- 
sidered the ideal time to plant 
shrubs, it can be done success- 
fully. Just do a good job plant- 
ing and don’t let the plants dry 
out.

'gement specialist. “The farm 
‘count has been dropping ever 
since 1935, when there were 
6.8 million.” 

Of the 2.1 million farms to 
remain in 1985, Maddox says, 
an estimated 830,000 will have 
gross sales of $20,000 or more. 
These units will account for 
over 90 per cent of all receipts 
from farm products. 

In 1971, Maddox adds that 
farms in the $20,000 and up 
class numbered 618,000 and 
contributed 80 per cent of the 
cash receipts. Farms selling 
$100,000 or more in 1985 are 
projected at 168,000. They'll 
be producing over three fifths 
of total sales. In 1971 there 
were 63,000 farms in this sales 
class, accounting for about two 
thirds of cash receipts.

MR. LOCKLAR AT THE SCHOOL HE SERVED 


FOR 36 YEARS. 


MR. LOCKLAR AND ONE OF HIS SECRETARIES, 
MRS. MARTHA KATE MARTIN 


Effective June 30, Harvey 
Locklar stepped down from his 
job as Superintendent of Coffee 
County schools. He is retiring 

Harvey Locklar has been in 
school almost all his life -- and 
he liked it that way. Ever since 
his formal education ended, and 
even between semesters in col- 
lege, he has been both teacher 
and principal, sometimes sim- 
ustaneously, in Coffee County 
schools. He had attended the 
county schools as a youngster 
also. 


Born on a farm in Beat 12 in 
Coffee County, he helped his fa- 
ther farm after school and dur- 
‘ing the summers. _In addition 
‘to farming, his father, Henry 
Locklar, also ran a cotton gin. 
He and his brothers and sis- 
ters (9 children altogether) wal- 
ked to the community school of 
Farmer’s Academy. All nine 
children of this family are still 
living; the oldest, a brother, is 
82, the youngest, a brother also, 
is 60. Two children born into 
the family died in infancy 


In 1916 the family sold the 
farm and moved toonenear New 
Brockton, where he went to sch- 
ool for a year; then they moved 
on down the river near Sand 
Hill, where he went to school 4 
years, then to Damascus where 
his family continued to farm for 
10 years, from 1922 to 1932. He 
attended Damascus Jr. High at 
Woodman Hall for two years 
The school had two teachers 
for 7th and 8th grades, and 20 
and 30 in each class. But, the 
8th grade at that school boas- 
ted a Champion basketball team 
at that time! 

During this time, he finished 
schoo! at Elba and also married. 
He got to Elba in a Model T, 
with five or six other students. 
He paid $4.00.a month for his 
part. Then the last two years 
of his high school, 1925-27, he 
drove a Model T, alternating 
with the English brothers 


He stayed at home one year 
to work his “one-horse” farm 
then to Troy Normal for two 
years. Then back to the sch- 
ool where he started in first 
grade, Farmer’s Academy; this 
time as teacher and principal - 
his first post. Back then, a 
year’s college could get you a 
teaching job. After Farmer’s 
Academy came the same dual 
role of principal and teacher 
for four years at Sand Hill. 
Two young ladies were help- 
ing him as teachers at the Jr. 
High School e 

The school was set up to run 
five months on a 3-mill tax; 


then a district tax was to car- 


ry them for two more months 
The’ trustees (of the school) 
said they didn’t have enough 
money and told him “You can 


just go on home.” He did; but 
when he went back for his sup- 
plies, the girls told him he could 
have one of their salaries and 
they would teach for one between 
them! Seems the students had 
taken advantage of the absence of 
a man and tore up a few things 
including turning over the out- 
door toilets! He only missed 
two days at school. 


During that time the schools 
had the “recitation benches”, 
where students of each grade 
would, in turn, sit in front ofthe 
teacher, while he “heard” their 


lesson. Later the grades were 
divided into two rows each 
Mr. Locklar’s alternate tea- 


ching and studying continued,and 
after Troy, he received his BS 
from the University of Alabama 
in 1938 and his Master’s from 
Auburn in 1961. 


After Sand Hill, he taught as 
one of two teachers at Mixon’s 
Cross Roads, with grades of 1-9 
In’ 1935 he went to Goodman Sch- 
ool and there he stayed for 36 
years as teacher and principal. 
He left that school in May of 1971 
after 42 years ofteaching, toac- 
cept his position as 
County Superintendent. 


“Of the many experiences en- 
countered in my life in schools, 
one sad occasion stands out,” 
says Mr. Locklar pensively. It 
occurred in 1938, whenthe Farm 
Security Administration had 
completed and equipped a new 
building at Goodman Jr. High 
School, at no cost to the County 
Board. Students and nine tea- 
chers moved in on December 2, 
1938, and Mr. Locklar recalls 
that “it was very nice, with lots 
of equipment.” Then on Saturday 
night, Christmas Eve of 1940,” 
he continues, “I was working at 
the Western Auto store with my 
brother-in-law, Foy English, 
and we received a telephone call 
saying that Goodman School was 
burning down. And it was com- 
pletely destroyed.” They had 


classes in a nearby canning pl- 
ant and two churches through 
the next May. 

A man was hired to rebuila 


the school and Mr. Locklar 
pitched in to nail down floor- 
ing and put up walls for 20¢ 
an hour 

Then in 1969 while school 
was out for the summer, the 
lunchroom at Goodman  bur- 
ned But it was built back 
so quickly that the students 


only had to carry lunches for 
the month of September 


A little incident of fighting 
between students is especially 
memorable also. He was prin- 
cipal at Goodman, and two little 
boys, one in 3rd and one in 4th, 
were battling it out near the 
lunchroom. A lunchroom wor- 
ker reported them, whereupon 
Mr. Locklar called them in and 
gave them each a paddling. One 
insulted little tyke who lived 
near the school up and walked 
home. Soon, in came his papa, 
“cursing and talking ugly, and 
said he was going to let me have 
it with a knife - going to cut 
me up,” recalls Mr. Locklar, 
“and he wus pretty upset - he 
could have done just that. But 
I just let him talk on a while, 
then without moving from my ch- 
air I said ‘Now let metalk some 
I paddled both boys alike and that 
for fighting.’ And after awhile, 
the man who had come in soun- 
happy went out satisfied and no 
longer angry” 


“That’s the trouble so many 
times,” says Mr. Locklar, “the 
parents don’t want the kids pun- 
ished and they take sides with 
the children without knowing the 
whole story. Discipline at home 
helps at school. But I've found 
that most people, when they know 
the facts and understand them, 
are reasonable.” 


Mrs Locklar, the former 
Lois English, was the unseen 
force and helpmeet behind this 
educator’s life, and bore the 
brunt of all her husband's scho-

lastic years, both learning and 
teaching. She “washed and ir- 
oned my clothes, kept house, 
and helped with my art work 
in college. In fact, one year 
she and my art teacher did 
most of the work themselves,” 
he remembers with a smile 


“In the summer of °36, my 
first year at the University of 
Alabama, my brother-in-law 
and I rented a large fraternity 
house and my wife looked after 
it. We had 10-20 roomers wh- 
ich we fed. We couldn't get 
staples like meal and cooking 
oil up there so we hauled it 
from Coffee County. My wife 
knew how to save and had a 
good cook to help her, so we 
made all expenses that year 
She says it’s one of the er- 
eatest experiences she ever 
had.” Mrs. Locklar is in re- 
tirement now after serving as 
lunchroom manager at her hus- 
band’s school of Goodman for 
24 years. 


The Locklars have two chil- 
dren - a boy and girl. Johnny 
Locklar went to school at Good- 
man for nine years then fin- 
ished at Elba. He was inter- 
ested in all sports, and played 


basketball for two years at Ala- 
bama Christian College, then pl- 
ayed two more years at Monte- 
vallo where he got his degree in 
Physical Education. He taught 
PE at Mt. Pleasant and Coffee 
Springs before joining a surgi- 
cal supply company in Mobile 
as salesman. He is still with 
the same company but lives in 
Hattiesburg, Mississippi, with 
his wife and two small daugh- 
ters, ages 1 and 4. 


Jane Logan, the daughter, isa 
Special Education teacher at 
Kinston. She taughttwo years at 
New Brockton. She graduated 
from Auburn in 1966. She and 
her husband, Bill, have no chil- 
dren. 


What are some of the major 
changes MY. Locklar has seen 
in education down through the 
years? “Well, the biggest th- 
ing has been consolidation of 
schools. There were 60 sch- 
ools in the system in 1929, in- 
cluding Elba and Enterprise; 
now there are six county sch- 
ools -- Kinston, New Brock- 
ton, Goodman Jr. High, Mt 
Pleasant, New Hope Jr. High 
and Zion Chapel; and the two 
city systems - Enterprise and 
Elba. 

“Also, the Federally-funded 
Title I Program helped our 
system considerably with

its program of remedial read- 
ing, remedial math and Spe- 
cial Education. And then the 
President’s directive on Phy- 
sical Fitness was a good th- 
ing too. 


“We don’t know about Title 
I for another year. It must be 
approved by Congress and it 
will mean $125,000 - $150,000 
to us. If not approved, we will 
miss out on these Title I sub- 
jects.” 
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What changes would he like 
to see in the schools of Coffee 
County? “One system,” Mr. 
Locklar pointed out emphatical- 
ly, “with City and County sch- 
ools combined and all funds go- 
ing together. The County peo- 
ple pay taxes in the cities and 
get no benefit from it. Funds 
should be distributed through- 
out City and County systems on 
Average Daily Attendance bas- 
is. The Commissioners Court 
has asked for a 5 mills Ad Va- 
lorem tax, county-wide, but vo- 
ters have turned it down. The 
new equalizing Ad Valorem tax 
assessments will help some, 
but won’t be realized before ’75. 
We need the money now.” 


And how does he feel about 
county children attending City 
schools? “This lessens the tea- 
cher-pupil ratio. To explain: 
it takes an average of 28 stu- 
dents per class per day to earn 
a teacher - and there must be 
35 on roll to make this average 
daily attendance. And if there 
are not that many going to the 
school, then there won’t be en- 
ough teachers. Too,absenteeism 
has been high this year - with 
students out anywhere from one 
day to a whole week at thetime 
Actually I feel that the State re- 
quirement for average daily at- 
tendance is too high 


“We have 12 or 13 teachers: 
above the State provision now 
who are paid out of local funds. 
We need this 5-mill tax that 
has been proposed. People 
don’t realize the need of it.” 

“Another weak spot in the 
education system is lack of pub- 
licity”, he continues. “The Zion 
Chapel School Page has done 
more for that school than any- 
thing - and we appreciate it.” 


What about the new zoning 
rules set up this year? “Zon- 
ing helped a lot financially - 
we cut out nine buses, sav- 
ing $12-13,000 during the year. 
The County was bearing all 
busing costs until two years 
ago, when Enterprise and Elba 
started helping. They gave 
$660 per bus last year. There 
are eight buses going into El- 
ba and 16 into Enterprise.” 


“We need 30 new buses right 
now. The superintendents and 
board members of the three sys- 
tems - Coffee County, Elba and 
Enterprise - met Commis- 
sioners Court and asked for 
seven new buses, but they would 
not approve the request. The 
Governing Body should be more 
concerned about education inthe 
County. It should be No. One - 
but it isn’t. 


“The schools will operate next 
year like they are - and then 
another year we'll see if there 
are any changes made. 

“Teachers are beginning to 
get better pay,” Mr. Locklar 
says thoughtfully. “Why, my 
daughter's salary last year was 
as much as mine witha Master’s 
Degree, Principal and Coach 5 
years ago!” He says Alabamais 
still below the National and Sou- 
theastern standard though. 


Having been in education all 
these years, how does Mr.Lock- 
lar feel about leaving the school 
system. “Sad - and yet hopeful,” 
he says. “I’m going to miss it. 
But I look forward to this (vol- 
untary) retirement, and leaving 
all the problems to someone 
else 


“But the most enjoyable part 
of my teaching career and the 
high point in it was when the 
County Board of Education ap- 
pointed me as Superintendent. 
I had looked forward to holding 
this highest office in the Coffee 
County School System. 


“1 have enjoyed working with 
the County board members, and 
I believe they are the best of 
any school and the most coop- 
erative. 

“I’ve lived my job --itybas 
been my life. I have put.siit 
first; and hope I have accom- 
plished something by doing th- 
is. It makes me feel proud 
when board members say nice 
things to me - and that’s the 
time to get out - when you’re 
winning approval. 


“There’s a lot Ihaven’t done - 
lots to be done, and I hope we’ll 
be moving forward with the new 
man (Mr. Jimmy H. Baker), and 
I believe we will.” 


Mr. Locklar hopes to make a 
tour of California’s schools, 
visit Texas and the Astrodome. 
But “my wife doesn’t like totra- 
vel. I plan to get a part-time 
job. I’m not a fisherman, but 
I’m going to try. My hobbies 
are athletic. I like all sports.” 


In regard to his relationships 
with parents over the years, Mr. 
Locklar says he’s been blessed 
by not having much trouble with 
them. “And I have enjoyed good 
relationships withthe students.” 
This influence could well be re- 
flected in the attitude of a young 
man from Goodman who recently 
returned home from being over- 
seas and told Mr. Locklar: “I 
guess you whipped me more than 
anyone, for I was probably, the 
meanest - but I can say Bow 
that I appreciate it.”

Upped Check 


Martin bought a secondhand 


motorcycle from a friendly 
stranger, giving him a check for 
“eight hundred dollars.”’ But when 
he got the check back from the 
bank at the end of the month, it 
had been upped to “thirty eight 
hundred dollars,” 

Martin decided that the bank 
had no right to take the extra 
$3,000 out of his account. 

“Tt’s not my fault the fellow 
was crooked,” he argued in a 
court hearing. “Let the bank try 
to collect the difference from 
him,” 

But the bank pointed out that 
Martin had made three careless 
mistakes in writing the check: 


1) he had failed to fill in the 
payee’s name; ; 

2) he had failed to fill in the 
numbers after the dollar sign; and 

3) he had left more than an 
inch of open space in front of the 
word “eight’”’—plenty of room for 
inserting the word “thirty.” 

The court concluded that Mar- 
tin, by his negligence, had invited 
the tampering—hence, would have 
to bear the loss himself. 

Of course, as a general rule, a 
bank has no right to pay any more 
money out of your account than 
you have authorized. The bank, 
after all, has the best opportunity 
to detect fraud by examining a 
check before cashing it. 

But the law will usually shift 
the loss to you if, by your care- 
lessnes, you have made the check 
easy to alter. 

Furthermore, you have a duty 
to go over your cancelled checks 
within a reasonable time after 
they are returned, and to alert the 
bank if something is amiss. 

For example: 

A man whose signature had 
been forged on a check had to 
absorb the loss himself because 
he neglected, for almost six 
months, to let the bank know 
what had happened. 

A court said that by his pro- 
crastination, he had deprived the 
bank of a fair chance to track 
down the villain.

Sterilizations 


Action against forced steri- 
lization of welfare recipients 
was decided upon by the Asso- 
ciation for Voluntary Steriliza- 
tion and National Welfare Righ 
ts Organization at a special 
meeting held on June 18, 1973 
at the offices of the Associa- 
tion for Yoluntary Steriliza- 
tion in New York City. 

“Compulsory sterilization is 
a violation of inalienable human 
rights and an unreasonable as- 
sault on human dignity,” said 
Dr, Charles T. Faneuff, Exe- 
cutive Director of the AVS, and 
Mrs. Johnnie Tillmon, Execu- 
tive Director of NWRO, in a 
joint statement of positions in 
opposition to five recently in- 
troduced bills. 

Five states have been con- 
sidering laws that would coerce 
or entice welfare recipients to 
submit tothe surgical method 
of birth control. Illinois and 
New Hampshire bills would gr- 
ant incentive awards. Ohio and 
Tennessee would make sterili- 
zation a prerequisite for state 
aid for wormen with tow or more 
illegitimate children while In- 
diana would enforce the decree 
with more than one. 

AVS recommends that all hos- 
pitals, both public and private, 
provide sterilization services 
as an integral component of th- 
eir maternal health and obste- 
trical program. It is the goal 
of AVS to make voluntary steri- 
lization freely available to all 
Americans, regardless of age, 
number of children, marital sta- 
tus, race, religion or income. 

Both AVS and NWRO agree 
with the resolution adopted by 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union which states, “. . . the 
whole question of human re- 
production should be a matter 
of voluntary decision with no,

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RANGER DREWERY SAYS 
CHECK DAMAGED TREES 


Extensive damage by wind, 
rain and tornadoes in the State 
has increased the need for the 
Alabama Forestry Commission 
to offer assistance to the pub 
lic in caring for affected trees 
and timber stands. 

Coffee County Ranger Gor- 


don Drewery has advised owners * 


of weather-damaged yard trees 
and forestland to inspect their 
trees carefully for damage that 
might attract the Southern Pine 
Beetle. 

The beetle has a reputation of 
striking in areas of injured and 
felled trees, according to Ran- 
ger Drewery, who referred to 
Specific outbreaks of beetle in- 
festation in other states where 
trees have been ravaged by the 
weather. 

“Shade trees should be pruned 
to prevent further damage by 
bugs for disease,” explained the 
Ranger. Broken branches sh- 
ould be pruned flush to the 
trunk or to a fork to prevent 
valuable shade trees from be- 
coming a total casualty. 

“When pruning, be careful not 
to tear the bark on the trunk of 
the tree,” he said, adding that 
wounds should be disinfected 
with shellac or some other tree 
antiseptic, then covered with as- 
phalt base paint or wound dres- 
sing. 

Tall trees or trees with heavy 
limbs should receive the atten- 
tion of a tree surgeon to insure 
greatest personal safety, he 
counseled and offered the fur- 
ther assistance of his office in 
Coffee County, phone 897-6620.

Charcoal And 


Carbon 
Monoxide 


Glowing charcoal fires can 
cook delicious foods, But in- 
side closed spaces, charcoal 
fires in grills and hibachis can 
cause poisoning. Even fatal 
poisoning. 

After cookouts, campers and 
hunters sometimes take make- 
shift burners inside station wa- 
gons and vans to warm up sleep- 
ing quarters. The still burn- 
ing coals, however, cangive off 
a deadly concentration of carbon 
monoxide. The gas is silent, 
unseen poison formed by the in- 
complete combustion of the car- 
bon in charcoal, 

In outdoor cookouts, the gas 
escapes into the open air. And 
fumes from indoor cooking on 
these burners usually force ev- 
eryone to open windows fast. 
But in tightly closed places, le- 
vels of the gas soar. High con- 
centrations of it starve the body 
tissues of oxygen. 

The red-colored blood pig- 
ment, hemoglobin, acts like a 
gigantic sponge, soaking up car- 
bon monoxide breathed through 
the lungs. Hemoglobin, which 
carries oxygen to the tissues, 
combines with carbon monoxide 
about 200 times easier than with 
oxygen. The brain and heart 
both depend upon a continuous 
supply of fresh oxygen; but car- 
bon monoxide forces oxygen out 
of the blood. At high altitudes, 
where ,the air is thinner, the 
danger of carbon monoxide poi- 
soning is even greater. There 
is less oxygen in the air to be- 
gin with, and the body has to 
work harder to draw it in. And 
to make matters worse, start- 
ing at about 3,000 feet above 
sea level, the lack of oxygen 
makes the charcoal less likely 
‘to burn completely, thus pro- 
ducing more carbon monoxide. 
Carbon monoxide comes from 
car exhaust as well as_ coal 
burners. For more information

Employees 


“An emergency pesticide 
standard went into effect on 
June 18 for five agricultural 
crops,” says Talmadge Balch, 
Extension pesticide education 
specialist. “The standard re- 
lates to hired labor working 
in citrus, peach, grape, apple 
and tobacco crops and the ex- 
posure of employees to toxic 
pesticides.” 

Balch says the new standard 
requires that permissable, safe 
reentry time to crops treated 
with certain toxic insecticides 
(such as parathion) be stated, 
that protective clothing require- 
ments be given for individuals 
entering and that areas be 
posted. 

Hazardous treated fields must 
be posted at usual points of 
entry, Balch adds. And such 
information must also be placed 
on employee bulletin boards 
and given to the employees 
orally,

THOSE STRANGE PREACHERS 

Have you ever had someone 
come up to you and say they 
didn’t like you?

%ce things, and I don’t always 
like nice things.” I guess that 
was a pretty good answer! 

Preachers are often looked 
upon as rather strange crea- 
tures. Some people look upon 
our lot as a sort of third sex - 
neither male nor female. Many 
people are ill at ease around 
us and had just as soon we keep 
our distance. I have in my fi- 
les a couple of things about 
preachers that I want to share 
with you today.

Q. I'll soon be 62 and plan 
to quit work then and retire.

Some diseases of the heart 
may disturb or destroy the nor- 
mal pacemaker or interrupt 
a part ofthe conduction system, 
Under these circumstances, the 
heart does have reserve mech- 
anisms that can be called into 
play. Other parts of the heart 
may act as the pacemaker, and 
the impulse may be carried by 
the undisturbed portions of the 
conduction system, However, 
when the condition is advanced, 
the heartbeat may slow down 
to extremely low levels or stop: 
entirely, causing the heart to 
fail as a pump. This may lead 
to weakness, fainting spells, 
and even on occasion to death 
of the patient 
early pacemakers 

In the last twodecades, ma- 
jor advances have been made 
in the use of artificial pace- 
makers.

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Skin, across the chest wall, 
using electrical devices plug- 
ged into regular electrical out- 
lets. These earlier machines 
were sometimes lifesaving, but 
could only be used for relative- 
ly brief periods of time and 
were uncomfortable to the pa- 
tient. It became apparent that 
a device would have to be de- 
veloped which could be attach- 
ed directly to the heart muscle 
and which would be supplied by 
a battery, which would be sur- 
gically placed inside the pa- 
tient’s body. These devices 
were developed and applied su- 
ccessfully for many years. Un- 
fortunately, they required ma- 
jor surgery and exposure of 
the heart muscle to permit 
implantation of the wires. 
MINOR SURGERY 

With increasing sophistica- 
tion, it has recently become 
possible to install a complete 
pacemaker system with no 
more than minor surgery. The 
method preserred at present is 
to place a small wire inside 
the heart by passing it throw. 
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gh a vein exposed under local 
anesthesia in either the arm 
or neck of the patient. This 
“pacing catheter” may be gui- 
ded into the proper heart ch- 
amber under anx-ray machine. 
Once properly positioned, this 
pacing catheter is attached to 
a battery, which is conveni- 
ently placed under local an- 
esthesia under the patient's 
armpit or just beneath the co- 
llarbone. The whole proce- 
dure may be executed with lit- 
tle discomfort and in a re- 
latively short period of time. 
There are also occasions 
when pacing is only required 
for a matter of days or weeks, 
for example, when the heart 
is temporarily damaged by a 
heart attack. In such inst- 
ances, a temporary pacemaker 
may be put in, and the bat- 
tery carried around strapped to 
the patient's arm. When the 
heart's conduction system has 
healed, the pacemaker may be 
removed 
“DEMAND” PACEMAKERS 
The simplicity and ease with 
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which pacemakers may be plac- 
ed in the heart has led physi- 
cians to use them more and 
more freely in patients with 
conduction disturbances of the 
heart. This form of treat- 
ment is no longer reserved for 
the most severe and life-threa- 
tening forms of conduction dis- 
turbance, but may be used safe- 
ly for relatively mild conduc- 
tion disturbances. For exam- 
ple, in some patients conduc- 
tion disturbances tend to come 
and go over a period of time, 
and “demand” pacemakers have 
been developed which will au- 
tomatically cut off when the pa- 
tient’s heart beats normally and 
cut on when the conduction dis- 
turbance develops. Statistics 
have been accumulated which 
show that pacemakers unques- 
tionable are able to prolong 
the life and improve the well- 
being of patients with severe 
conduction disturbances of the 
heart. 
NUCLEAR POWER 

Use of cardiac pacemakers 
is not entirely without its pro- 
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blems, however. The main 
problem stems from the fact 
that most of the pacemakers 
in use now operate from bat- 
teries, and that the batteries 
must be changed from time to 
time. Since batteries are im- 
planted within the body, this 
necessitates minor surgery and 
some inconvenience to the pat- 
ient. Normally, batteries must 
be changed at intervals of ap- 
proximately two years. Within 
the last few months, however, 
initial trials have been made of 
new systems which may require 
very infrequent battery  ch- 
anges. 

Use of the pacemakers has 
become a routine part of the 
care of patients with heart 
disease. Patients with pacema- 
kers can usually lead entirely 
normal lives. Devices of inc- 
reasing reliability and dur- 
ability are being developed, and 
there is promise that the pro- 
blem of treating conduction #s- 
turbances of the heart will*be 
completely solved.

Easters Tells 


Of Activities 


Representative Douglas Ea- 
sters told this newspaper last 
week that he has a bill before the 
Ways and Means sommittee that 
will be of interest to local truck- 
ers. 

This bill is for truckers with 
“for hire” tags. Thisis the man 
who owns and drives his own tru- 
ck within the state (not inter- 
State). This bill will relieve the- 
se people from buying the expen- 
Sive $750 tag that a large fleet 
of company owned trucks haul- 
ing their own product does not 
purchase. 

Easters also reported that 
the Coffee County “Unit System” 
bill he introduced passed the 
House of Representatives sev- 
eral weeks ago and is now in 
the Senate. He noted that the 
Senate has passed no local bills 
yet and said he had no-idea when 
the bill would come up fora vote 
in the Senate. 

Representative Easters also 
caught this newspaper uptodate 
on his fight against the bill to 
take ABC board profits from the 
dry counties like Coffee County. 

He noted that a majority of 
the states 67 counties are now 
wet and if the bill ever comes 
up for a vote it will probably 
pass. However after the Jud- 
icial Committee, which origin- 
ally had the bill, reported it out 
favorable and it came up be- 
for the entire House for a vote. 

According to Easters he got 

the floor and after noting that 
the bill was very much invol- 
ved in distrubition of revenues 
which was the responsibility of 
the Ways and Means Committee 
of which heis a member that 
he was asking for it to be re- 
committed to the Ways and Me- 
ans Committee. 
. The bill was recommitted to 
his committee but with the sti- 
pulation it be reported out in 
a certain number of days. 

Easters states that he was 
able to get the bill reported out 
unfavorable which put it on the 
“adverse” calendar and great- 
ly reducing the chances it will 
ever come up for a vote dur- 
ing this session of the Alabama 
Legislature.
